NEWS NOTES. 

Dogs have been playing havoc with 
sheep in Mercer. 

Thomas H. Thorpe, bom in Louis- 
ville, passed away in New Orleans. He 
was a great-grandson of Datrick Henry. 

One man was killed, one fatally and 
two others seriously injured in a rail- 
road wreck at Jones Station, seven 
miles south of Hamilton, O. 

For 24 days a snowstorm has raged 
in the Southern Wyoming mountains 
and snow ia seven feet deep on a level 
Since April 15 the sun has not shone. 

The State Drison Commissioners have 
let a contract with the Hoge Mont- 
gomery Company for the use of 100 
crippled convicts at twenty-five cents 
per day. 

By direction of the Attorney General 
suits will be brought against a number 
of railroads, including three in Ken- 
tucky, for violating the safety appli- 
ance law. 

I’leas of guilty to the charge of vio- 
lating the anti-trust laws were offered 
at Toledo by the Ohio Brick and Lum- 
ber Co., one of the biggest concerns in 
that State. 

One year in prison and a fine of $.700 
was the sentence imposed on Abraham 
Hummell, the lawyer convicted of con- 
spiracy in the Dodge-Morse divorce 
case. 

The Russian emperor has signed the 
famine appropriation of $3,000,000 a 
large amount of which ia needed for 
medical assistance in the scurvy-strick- 
en provinces. 

Capt. A. Krech. one of the oldest 
commanders in the Trans-Atlantic ser- 
vice, died on board his ship in mid- 
ocean. His body was brought to New 
York ami interred. 

Maysville is putting on gala attire 
to welcome the Knights Templar of 
Kentucky, who will gather there in an- 
nual encampment. Many receptions 
and entertainments will be given. ' 

Rt 1-exington, Tenn., Cooper Swi-att, 
a business man, and Chas. Morris, 
Reuben Potter and Wilbur Johnson, 
railroad men. were arrested and fined 
$4 each for drawing matches for cigars. 
The charge was gambling. 

As a result of n wager, a boy under 
age purchased beer in five saloons in 
Owensboro and warrants were issued 
for the saloonkeepers, but were dis- 
missed by the Judge, who did not ap- 
prove of wagers on such matters. 

Development work in the Kentucky 
oil fiehis shows an increase during the 
last week in several districts, with sev- 
eral good strikes in Wayne connty and 
increased drilling in Clinton. Large 
leases are being, taken in McLean coun- 
ty by a syndicate. 

In Barren county a number of dogs, 
driven from their homes by Negroes 
who were unable to pay the tax and 
would not kill them, have become wild. 
They live in a cave and prey on stock 
in the vicinity. A wild dog hunt is pro- 
posed for their extermination. 

Newton Veal, a prominent farmer of 
Fayette county, was shot and instantly 
killed by Robert Hooker, a Negro, who 
had previously worked for Veal. Veal 
was not armed and the shot was fired 
without warning. Hocker lied in a 
spring wagon, carrying a loaded shot- 
gun, and was pursued by Veal's broth- 
ers. 

Two persons were killed, two fatally 
injured and six seriously hurt when a 
train on the Covington, Flemingsburg 
& Ashland railroad went through a tres- 
tle two miles from Flemingsburg. The 
trestle, which was 50 feet high, col- 
lapsed, dropping the train and engine 
into the valley below. The work of res- 
cue was done with great difficulty, a 
line being formed on the hillside to pass 
up the dead and injured.

Billions go up in Smoke. 

Nearly eiirht billions, or, to be ex- 
act, 7,938,879,785 cigars were smoked 
in the United States last year, cost- 
ing all the way from three for a nickle 
to two for a quarter and higher. The 
average price was probably five cents 
each, amounting to $31*9,944, 887. 25. 
which is $15.45 for every man, or $4.62 
for every man, woman and child in 
the United States. One who has the 
time to spare calculates that if the 
money was divided among the States 
each would get $8,887,664, and it 
would give 11,960 men in each State 
$15 per week for one year. The 
money would educate 1,599,779 stu- 
dents at Yale College each year. It 
would build 50 first-class battleships. 
If it were all in nickles it would weigh 
10,414 tons. If it were in $1 bills the 
President could walk on a path of dol- 
lars five feet wide to the I’anama Canal. 
The money would support 118,690 fami- 
lies of live comfortably, and give them 
all the clothes that was needed, besides 
allowing them to go to the theatre 
twice each week for one year. If the 
money was in silver dollars, and they 
were laid on each other they would reach 
a height of 1,578 miles. To one who 
doesn’t smoke, and therefore cannot 
realize that this outlay is worth the 
money, these figures are startling. It 
looks like a waste, pure and simple, 
and it is that, and nothing else. It 
does no good, and, in many cases, 
great harm. It is useless however to
